Man receives official pardon after serving 21 years in prison for murder

The Nevada Board of 
Pardons this week cleared 
aman who was wrongfully 
convicted of murder. 

Fred Steese, now 54, spent 
more than 21 years in prison 
for a 1992 killing he did not 
commit, and the victim’s sis- 
ter was there to support him 
at a pardons’ board meeting 


on Wednes- 
day. 

“I’m anew 
man now,” 
Steese said, 
exerting a 
momentary 
childlike giggle Fred 
through his 
otherwise 
scratchy voice in a phone 
interview Friday. “It's lifted a 
black cloud over me.”

He was on the road, 
working as a truck driver, the 
only job he could find after 
pleading guilty to second-de- 
gree murder in 2013 in order 
to gain his freedom. His 
agreement with prosecutors 
was entered under what’s 
known in the legal world as 
an Alford decision, meaning 
he would not admit guilt but 
acknowledged that prose- 
cutors had enough evidence 


to prove the charges against 
him. 

Steese was prosecuted 
by now District Judges Bill 
Kephart and Doug Herndon 
and convicted in 1995 for the 
death of 56-year-old Gerard 
Soules, who ran a dog show 
at Circus Circus. Soules’ 
throat was slashed and his 
naked body was found at
